STAR .MATADORS OPEN SEASON 


Two of Spain's Best Men Vanquish 
Three Fierce Animale Bath 


Seville, Spain.—In a blaze of gut 
shine and a scene of rich colorir:, 
such as only a Spanish bv. ring can 
produce, the bull-fighting season for 
the south of Spain opened last eek, 

The greatest fight of the day took 
Place in the bull ring at 4 p.m., when 
Rafael Gomez, nicknamed Hl Gallo 
(The Cock) and Ricardo Torres, oth- 
erwise Bombita (Firework), two of 
the greatest I! ing matadors, were en- 
gaged to meet three bulls each. Gallo 
ls a born fightef, as were his father 
and grandfather Lefore him. His to- 
tal of bulls killed is between 1500 
aad 2000, anc only one bad accident 
hag befallen him. 

The yrearly earnings of a successful 
fighter cre very large, the average 
fee being $1350 per ficht, but even in 
Spain Gallo has been paid $1760, while 
in Mexico this has been doubled, 

There was certainly nothi fleroe 
about the bulls during the exhibition. 
Clods of earth bad to be thrown to 
drive several into the open. Twelve 
hours before the fight the bulls are 
separated and shut up in small rooms, 
without enough space to move, and 
Without food and \wter. Then when 
the time arrives the first bull is sent 
into the ring, alway: with the sun in 
his eyes, and for the first time in his 
life he finds himself alone and be- 
comes nervous and afrald. 

Great crowds at the booking office 
were clamoring for the cheaper seats 
early in the day and at 3.30 not one 
of the 14,000 coats was for sale. All 
concerned in the actual figh: drove to 
the ring in open carriages, and many 
made their way to the"little chapel 
at the ringside to kneel at the altar 
before.entering the ring. 

When the entry of the president-and 


*}the varieus other ceremonial prelim- 


fnaries were concluded a bugle call 
rang out, and the door of the Building 
opened and the first bull bounded in- 
tothe ring. Ho stopped short at the 
entrance, blinded by. the brilliant, 
light. Then looking aveund he picked 
out an object and with a flerce bel- 
low and head down made his first 
charge. 


‘~There never was finer work than 
Gallo did with his second bull. Time 
after time the bull charged, and with- 
out moving his feet, but with a bend 
of his body he guided the bull past. 
Sometimes he would do this kneeling, 


while again he would pat.the bull as 


he charged past.

matador took his sword and, having 
worked the bull into position and tak- 
en careful aim, waited for the change. 
With unerring precision the matac.: 
lunged and the bull sank: tu te groun

Dublin Jury Finds Her Incapable of 
Managing Her Affairs 

Dublin, treland.—The mental con- 
dition of e haughty baroness was in- 
quired-into by the registiar in lunacy 
and a jury in Dublin. The lady is 
Baroness Gousauge, who is nt present 
in an asylum at Nice. 

Counsel explatred that the baroness 
was born in Ireland, and in 1882 mar- 
ried Barou ven Sternberg, a Russian 
by whom she had two children, a 
daughter bein: now fn an asylum. 

In 1893 the baroness was declared 
to be of unsound mind, and was kept 
under the care of the lord chancellor 
until 1900, when she \ ent abroad and 
married her second husband, who also 
predeceased her. . .

She had pride-madness or delusion 
of grandeur. She thought the waiter 
was trying to poison her. She hii 
bombarded her solicitor with tele 
grams, seven arriving in elght day:, 
and thought he and her son were mis- 
using her money. 

Baron Sternberg, a son, gave evi- 
dence, and the jury found that the 
baroness was of unsound mind, and 
incapable of managing herself or her 
affairs.

| MADE ON THE FARM 


BE. B. Rockwood fn Hoard’s Datry- 
man says of. farm buttermaking: I 
was. talking recently with a farmer's 
wife who makes butter for a private 
thre of ctstomers, delivering it every 
two weeks. : 

The process of making cholco butter 
is thoroughly understood by this wom 


fin. The quality is ever the same. The 
color never varies, nor does the salting. 
Iiverything abdut it from start to fin 
ish is done by rule. She has a separator 
run by a gasoline engine. The men 
separate the milk as they bring it from 
the barn. The cream is cooled at once 


and pot mixed with that previously 
separated while it is warm. Churning 
is done every other day, or three times 
each week. A barrel churn, with no 
inside paddles whatevar, Is used. The 
cream is ripened ‘wr setting it in a 
warm place. adding a jittle buttermilk 
left from the last churning and stir- 
ring well, lv t considered sufficiently 
ripened when it “pits” or when a spoon 
dipped into it is well coated on.remov- 
al, Such cream pours ont like thick 
| molasses, It is strained through « 
sieve into the churn.
